Announcing that she has been asked to sign a protest 
against tlie Central Avenue improvement project, Mrs. J()se- 
phine Marr. a large Sierra Mcidre property holder, has asked 
it sei’ies of questions in a letter to the Central Avenue 
Propelty Owners Association in which she says, in part: 

"As a proiierty owner 1 :im vitally interested in the 
discussion ovei’ the Central Avenue project. 

“A protest against the improvement is being circulated. 

1 have been talked to about it. lo date, 1 Imve not signed 
because no reasons sufficient to convince me this protest is 
to the real advantage of Sierrji Madre have been advanced. 
Here are some questions 1 would like answered: 

“1. Why .should this project be stopiied now when the 
.ost is reasonable and the city has been trying to get this 
road for over twenty years? 

“2. Why are I’ecalled Councilmen ti-ying to stop it and 
who is financing the cost of the protest? \^ ho is paying 
the lawyer? 

"3. \^'hy do these ex-Councilmen denounce the Mat- 

toon Act now and call it a 'blanket mortgage’ when in ’28 
and ’29 they tried to use it to force through a 8303,000 
project ? 

"4. ^^■hy ai'e these bonds more of a 'blanket mortgage’ 

than flood control Ixinds. or school bonds, or any other 
bonds jiaid with the taxes, or than the taxes themselves?

"Referrinr to my letter dated .August '27th. directed 
to Air. A. S. Myers. Business Alanagcr of your city, I am 
infonned that there has been some misunderstanding as to 
tlie exact meaning of the la.st sentence in the last paragraph 
of this letter, which reads as follows: 

" ‘The County -would only build the jiortion in unin¬ 
corporated teri'itory if and when, in its judgment, the 
improvement wouM be justified as a local proixisition, 
inasmuch as it could not obtain the status of a 
through road until improved through the Citv of Sierra 
Madre.’ 

“Rerhaps 1 can clarify the meaning of the above sen- 
tenci' by stating that the judgment of the County in 
determining whether oi- not the improvement of Central 
Avenue in iinincoi porated territory as a LOCAL proixisition 
is justified, will not he influenced by the improvement oi/ 
non improvement of that portion of Central Avenue lyiiy 
within the Cit.v Limits. ' J

SEPTEMBER

ptember should be a very 
month in the garden for it 
mnnth of nrenaratlon for 


delicate seed, you can purchase 
the young plants in the latter 
part of the month and set right 
out where you want them to 
flower. These two flowers are the 
most useful and showy of all 
the winter cut flowers. 

Young Zinnia plants can still 
be planted for fall bloom. 

Cut seed-pods and dead-wood 
out of roses but leave the heavy 
pruning until January. Irrigate 
them well now and give them fer¬ 
tilizer if possible. You will be re¬ 
paid by the blooms you will have 
this fall and winter. 

Chrysanthemums will need lots 
of water now, also trying up, and 
disbudding. 

Iris may be divided now and 
reset, but don’t plant them all 
over the garden; they become 
monotonous. 

September is a good month to 
set out a few favorite trees and 
shrubs. They will make consid¬ 
erable growth before they go dor¬ 
mant this winter. 

A few of the earlier bulbs 
should be planted now such as 
Freeslas, Narcissus and Watson- 
las. The colored Watsonias are 
more than satisfactory. They are 
easy to grow, bloom early and

Another angle 
of the area’s availability Is being 
inquired into by the departm^t 
of Recreation and Playgrounds. 
Immediately after Supervisor 
Thatcher brought the matter to 
the attention of the board of 
supervisors and secured approval 
of his colleagues for a survey, 
the Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion started its inquiry. 

All of the cities in the western 
San Gabriel Valley have been 
asked to endorse the project. The 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has the matter of an en¬ 
dorsement pending.

cent meeting of the chamber the 
directors delayed action until they 
ascertained whether or not the 
creation of such a park in this 
communitv would entail apy 
nancial obligation on the city di¬ 
rectly or in the way of increased 
taxation. 

Much of the property proposed 
to be used lies within the city of 
Pasadena and a considerable part 
of it, including no little water 
bearing land, is owned by the 
city. However it will be neces.sary 
to acquire some privately owmed 
properties along the wash to give 
the proposed park the area 
wished by its advocates. 

The project is not entirely a 
new one. Several years ago v.'hen 
the matter was brought up vari¬ 
ous Sierra Madre organizations 
endor.sed the idea.
